LIVESTOCK 

All buildings will be in readiness for the reception of horses, 
cattle, sheep, swine and poultry on July 2nd. All animals must be on 
the grounds not later than 10 o’clock a.m. on Monday, July 5th. 

Other Exhibits 

Exhibitors in various departments not mentioned above, are re¬ 
quested to bring in their exhibits on Saturday, July 3rd, at any time 
between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m. (unless otherwise mentioned in rules gov¬ 
erning individual departments). 

Exhibitors, on arriving with the articles, will apply at the general 
office, when they will be informed where the articles are to be placed. 

All boxes, wrappings, and other packing material must be cleared 
away and everything in proper order before 10 a.m. on the opening 
day. 

STABLING, FORAGE AND ICE 

The Association shall supply, free of charge, stable room and 
water for all animals properly entered. 

Arrangements have been made by the Association for the sale of 
feed and baled hay on the Exhibition grounds. Exhibitors are re¬ 
quested to report any overcharge to the Manager. 

Straw can be purchased from the Grounds Superintendent for 
$1.00 per bale. Ice can be purchased from The Ice Company which is 
located south-west of the Manufacturers’ Building; a reasonable 
charge will be made; delivery free. 

Catalogue 

A catalogue of all livestock entries announcing time of judging 
will be ready for distribution on Saturday, July 3rd. 

Important 

No Superintendent, assistant, or employee shall be permitted, 
directly or indirectly, to make an entry in any department of the 
Exhibition over which he presides or wherein he may be employed. 

Camp Ground 

A Camp Ground will be established for the accommodation of 
those desiring to live in the tented city.

Accommodation for Visitors

Telegraph Office 

The G. N. W. Telegraph Co. will have a branch office under the 
Grand Stand for the transaction of telegraphic business over their 
lines and connections. 


Telephone Station 

There will be public telephone stations, one in the grandstand 
enclosure, one in the Manufacturers’ Building and one in the Adminis¬ 
tration Office. 

Emergency Hospital 

A small hospital in charge of a physician and competent nurses, 
will be located opposite the Administration Office. Visitors injured or 
taken sick on the grounds will be promptly cared for in the Hospital. 

Baby Check Room and Playground 

Where mother’s may leave their small children in care of com¬ 
petent trained nurses, who will administer food in accordance with the 
parents’ instructions to very small children—and who will assist in 
entertaining the three-year-olds. Sand piles, swings, toys in abund¬ 
ance—and awell-protected playground under the trees will make 
the children more comfortable than if you keep them with you after 
they are tried with sight—seeing. Inside the building are two 
rooms—one provided with bunks for very small or sleeping babies— 
and a separate room for the high-chair babies who want to be amused. 
A charge of 10c per hour is made for this service; reduced rates to 
families with several small children which will play together. 

Check Room 

A Check Room in charge of reliable persons will be located inside 
the main entrance. Packages may be checked at a nominal fee, and 
any overcharge should be reported to the manager. 

Fire Station 

A fire station is located on the east side of the race track. Up-to- 
date apparatus will be installed by the City Fire Department while 
the Fair is in progress and the Department will be ready to respond 
to calls from any part of the Exhibition grounds. 

Police Protection 

A well organized Police Department is maintained during the 
Fair under the supervision of the Edmonton City Police Department. 
Lost articles, etc., should be reported at once. 

Women’s Comfort Stations 

Four women’s comfort rooms are located, one in the Women’s 
Building one beside the Roller Coaster, one under the Grandstand, 
and one on the west end of the Arena, all in charge of competent 
maids. 

Men’s Comfort Stations 

Men’s comfort station with shoe shining parlor is located on the 
east side of the Old Mill. Another station is located in the west end 
of the Arena.

RULES and REGULATIONS 


Read Carefully the Following Rules, as Well as the Conditions on the 

Entry Forms 


Interpretation 

• 1. These Rules and Regulations shall apply to and govern the “Edmon¬ 
ton Exhibition” to be held at Edmonton from and including the Fifth Day of 
July. A.D. 1920, to and including the Tenth Day of July, 1920 (herein called 
the “Exhibition”) and during such Exhibition, if the context so requires, be¬ 
fore and after such Exhibition, shall be considered as always speaking. 

2. In these Rules and Regulations, unless there be something in the sub¬ 
ject or context inconsistent therewith “Association” means the “Edmonton 
Exhibition Association, Limited,” “Directors” means the Board of Directors 
for the time being of such Association; “Executive Committee” means the 
Executive Committee for the time being of such Directors; “Manager” means 
the manager for the time being of the Association; “Judge” means the per¬ 
son or persons appointed to decide an event; “Horse” means a stallion, mare 
or gelding over fourteen hands two inches in height; “Pony” means a stal¬ 
lion, mare or gelding not over fourteen hands two inches in height; “Cattle” 
means a bull-, cow. steer, heifer or calf; “Animal” means horses or ponies, 
cattle, sheep or swine; “Exhibitor” means any owner signing an entry form 
and the lessee, manager, agent, nominator, driver, rider or servant of such 
owner: “Event” means any contest or sale: “Sale” means an auction sale 
conducted under the authority of the Association. Words importing the 
singular number only include the plural number and vice versa. Words im¬ 
porting the masculine gender only include the feminine gender. Words im¬ 
porting persons include corporations.

Entries 

1. All entries are open to any competitor. 

2. Entries for the Exhibition close at 5 p.m. on Monday, the 21st day 
of June. This date has been fixed in order that all animals exhibited may be 
included in the Official Catalogue. 

3. Any person desiring to enter any animal for an event shall cause the 
entry form and agreement therein provided by the Association for such pur¬ 
pose. to be signed by the owner or his duly authorized agent, and shall cause 
to be paid such fees as are specified in the published conditions for such 
event: and such owner or his agent as aforesaid shall set out in such form 
all the particulars relating to the event and to the animal being entered as is 
called for therein, and shall also at the time or at any time thereafter pro¬ 
duce such proof in support of the truth of such particulars as the Manager 
shall require. 

4. The Association will not accept a conditional entry, or one that has 
been mailed or is postmarked or tendered after the date and hour of closing 
for entries, as set out in Clause 2 hereof, provided that the Executive Com¬ 
mittee may extend the time for entry to be made in any event.

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5. Exhibitors making entries and not exhibiting shall forfeit all fees paid 
for entries. 

6. An entry properly made, accompanied by the proper fees therefor and 
mailed and postmarked not later than noon of the day following the day of 
closing as set out in Clause 2 hereof or delivered before such date and hour 
of closing to the Manager, shall be deemed to be made within the time here¬ 
in limited for making entry. 

7. Unless otherwise stipulated in the published conditions, no animal, 
except a horse or pony shown in harness or under the saddle, or for bull and 
get, for cow and progeny, or for stallion and get, for mare and progeny, or 
for special prizes or championships, shall be shown or exhibited in more than 
one event, and no animal not having been awarded a first or second prize 
can be shown for a championship event. 

8. All animals entered in pure-bred classes must be recorded in the 
name of the Exhibitor, in the Canadian National Live Stock Records at 
Ottawa. The Certificate of Registration must be in possession of exhibitor 
or agent, so that it can be produced when required. 

9. Those requiring accommodation should make entries as early as 
possible. 

Age of Horse 

10. The age of each horse is to be reckoned from the first day of January 
of the year in which it is foaled. 

Measurement 

11. Horses and Ponies shall be measured by such persons as the Execu¬ 
tive Committee appoints, in the shoes in which such horses and ponies came 
on the premises of the Association, and such measurement shall be taken as 
correct, unless the Judge of the event in which such horse or ponies are 
entered shall direct re-measurements to be made by some veterinarian ap¬ 
pointed by the Executive Committee, and if the result of such re-measure¬ 
ment shows that such horses or ponies were not qualified for entry in the 
event in which the same had been entered, then such Exhibitor and such 
horses and ponies shall not be entitled to any award; provided that the above 
disqualification shall not apply to cases where only one horse or pony of a 
pair shown or exhibited in a subdivision of a horse or pony event does not 
exceed half an inch over the height prescribed by the published conditions 
for such subdivided event, in which such pair is entered, but this proviso 
shall not qualify any horse or pony that is not within the qualifications pre¬ 
scribed hereby or by such published conditions, for any single harness horse 
or pony event for which said horse or pony is not properly qualifiied. 

Duties of Exhibitors 

12. No animal or exhibitor shall be decorated with medals or prize rib¬ 
bons until after the awards have been made in the respective events in which 
such animal is shown or exhibited. 

13. Every exhibitor shall, either by himself or by some person appointed 
by him in his place, be in charge of any animal shown or exhibited by such 
exhibitor in any event, and such exhibitor or such appointed person shall be 
in attendance, neatly and properly dressed, accompanied by the animal to be 
shown or exhibited, at the place appointed by the Directors for the event 
in which such animal is to be exhibited or showm, at least thirty minutes 
before the time appointed by the Manager for the holding of such event. 

Authority of Officials 

14. The Directors shall be at liberty for cause, or in their uncontrolled 
discretion, and without giving any reason therefor, to bar any exhibitor and 
any animal from participating in, or continuing to participate or compete in, 
any event; and also cause any such exhibitor any any such animal to be re¬ 
moved from off the premises of the Association. 

15. Every animal shall be produced by the exhibitor thereof at such 
times and at such places, and for such purposes, and shown or exhibited for 
such time and in such manner as the Manager or Judge of the event in which 
such animal is entered shall direct, and any refusal of such exhibitor to obey 
any such directions shall be construed as cause for such Manager or Judge 
to exercise the like powers which are hereby vested in such Manager or 
Judge as are vested in the Directors by Clause 14 hereof. 

16. Every animal entered or offered for entry in any event shall be sub¬ 
ject to such examinations at such times and places and by such veterinar¬ 
ians as the Manager appoints. 

17. Where the total number of exhibitors in any event is less than three 
the Executive Committee shall be at liberty to amalgamate such event with 
any other event of the like character; and where there is only one exhibitor 
in an event, or where the Judge is of the opinion that the animals exhibited 
do not justify an award, such Judge may withhold the awarding of any 
award for the same.

The Judge of any event may, if he deems it necessary, in order to 
make an award, ride or drive any horse or pony being shown or exhibited 
in such event, and such Judge may, if of the opinion that any horse or pony 
being shown or exhibited is not sufficiently under control, bar such horse or 
pony from further showing in such or any other event. 

Fraudulent Practice 

19. If any exhibitor be guilty of any fraudulent practice or shall con¬ 
spire with another person for the commission of, or shall connive with any 
other person for the commission of, any corrupt or fraudulent practice In 
relation to any event, or shall show or exhibit an animal not properly enter¬ 
ed, or shall administer or cause to be administered a drug or stimulant in¬ 
ternally or by hypodermic method, prior to or during any event, or who shall 
use or cause to be used appliances, electrical or mechanical, other than the 
ordinary whip or spur during any event, shall be disqualified by the Judge 
from further participating in the event in which such offence occurs, and 
J such Judge may also exercise all the powers given to a Judge under Clause 
r 15 hereof. 

20. Any exhibitor who shall at any time or at any place attempt to inter¬ 
fere with or influence any Judge or any official of any event or of the As-

Harness races to be conducted under the rules of the American Trotting 
^Association, of which this Exhibition Company is a member. 

Entries for early closing events to close on May 15th, with a payment of 
1 per cent, of stake; 2 per cent, to be paid on June 15th, when horses must 
be named. Entries for harness purse races close on June 20th. Entry fee 
3 per cent, of purse and no deductions from money winners. 

Races to be conducted under the three heat system, every heat a race. 
90 per cent, of purse divided, one-third to each heat, on a basis of 50 per 
cent., 25 per cent., 15 per cent, and 10 per cent. Ten per cent, of purse to go 
to the horse standing best in the summary. In the event of three horses 
winning one heat each, a fourth heat will be necessary, horse winning same 
to get mark and 10 per cent, mentioned above. 

In all cases where these conditions are not in accordance w'ith new rules 
adopted by the American Trotting Association the Association rules will 
govern. 

Marks made after May 20th, 1920, no bar. Five to enter and four to start 
jfl in all purse races. In all early closing events, ten or more entries will be 
required in mixed races, and eight or more entries in straight trots or paces 
.•? on the day entries close. 


RUNNING RACES 

Running races to be conducted under the rules of the Western Canada 
Fairs Association. 

Running Purses.—Entries close 11 a.m. the day before the race except 
where otherwise stated. Entries for Monday’s races close Friday at 11 
a.m. Entry fee, $5.00 unless otherwise stated, with no deductions from win¬ 
ners.

1. No horse competing in any class properly admitted to the show 
ring shall leave such ring until all such prizes for the class shown 
are awarded. 

2. The Directors in charge of the different classes of horses 
are empowered to grant a prize for any distinct breed of horses when 
exhibited and worthy of a prize, if the class is not provided fir in this 
Prize List. 

3. Exhibitors who may desire to take their horses from the 
grounds at night will be allowed to do so on depositing $5 with the 
Directors in charge as a guarantee for the return of the animal next 
morning.

4. Exhibitors residing in Edmonton and exhibiting horses are not 
required to keep their horses on the grounds during the entire time 
of Exhibition, but must take part in the parade in front of the Grand¬ 
stand or when especially called upon to parade by the Directors.

Percheron Society of America Specials for Year 1920 

At the larger Canadian shows recognized by the Canadian Per¬ 
cheron Horse Breeders’ Association, in 1920, the Percheron Society of 
America offers the following special premiums to be competed for by 
the exhibitors of this show. 

247. Special ribbons will be awarded to the three American bred 
horses, either bred in the United States or in Canada that stand high¬ 
est in their respective open classes, any age, both sexes. 

Example:—If the first, third and fourth prize aged stallions in the 
open class are American bred, that is bred in the United States or Can¬ 
ada, and the second and third prize horses are imported from France, 
the three special ribbons given by the Percheron Society of America 
will go to the first, third and fourth prize stallions in the open class 
because they are American bred. The same arrangement applies to all 
the other classes where individual animals are shown except for Cham¬ 
pionships. Animals imported in dam from France are considered as 
imported animals. 

248. Special ribbons will be awarded in the Championship classes 
and where the exhibitor is not the breeder of the animal that is award¬ 
ed championship, either stalion or mare,, a special breeder’s ribbon 
will be made up and sent to the breeder of that animal. In case the 
exhibitor of the champion animal either stallion or mare is the breeder 
of said animal, a sterling silver trophy will be awarded to said breed¬ 
er-exhibitor, but only one such trophy will be awarded on one animal 
in one season regardless of how many fair championships said animal 
may win. 

249. A full report of the awards in the Percheron classes will be 
published in the next Percheron Review. A copy of such annual Re¬ 
view is furnished to every member of the Percheron Society of Amer¬ 
ica, to all agricultural colleges and newspapers and to new men inter¬ 
ested in the purchase of Percherons. This official publication is of 
very great advertising value to every fair thus recognized and to all 
Percheron exhibitors participating in such shows. 

Conditions.—All animals competing for above prizes must be re¬ 
corded in the Canadian Percheron Horse Breeders’ Association and 
exhibitors must have established their ownership to the satisfaction of 
the Canadian fair where exhibited. Unrecorded colts are not eligible 
to compete for these special prizes unless the exhibitor furnishes the 
Secretary of the Fair with the names and recorded number of sire and 
dam of each such colt, together with the foaling date, and unless the 
exhiitor files with the Canadian Percheron Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion application to register such colts within ten days after the close 
of the Fair. All animals competing must be regularly entered on the 
books of the Secretary of the Fair when the horses are shown, and the 
correct name and number of each animal given. No trophies or special 
ribbons will be sent forward until this information is received in prop¬ 
er form by the Percheron Society of America in regular award books 
furnished by the Society, and names and numbers of animals found 
correct according to the records of the office of the Canadian Percheron 
Stud Book. When full information is received at the office of the 
Percheron Society, the ribbons and trophies will be properly made up 
and forwarded to the winners.

The board of Directors and Superintendent of Concessions will 
use every precaution to guard against extortion in any form practiced 
upon the patrons of the Exhibition. Any extortion practiced by a 
concessionaire will cause the forfeiture of contract money paid, or ex¬ 
pulsion from the grounds, or both, as the management or Superintend¬ 
ent may direct. 

The Board of Directors authorizes the letting of only such privi¬ 
leges or concessions as are required to supply the necessary wants of 
the people or that may add to their comfort, convenience and pleasure; 
but under no circumstances will privileges of a questionable nature or 
of a demoralizing tendency be let or in any manner tolerated upon the 
grounds or in the buildings; nor will any privilege be permitted where 
the business is conducted in other than a legitimate manner. 

All dining halls, lunch booths, refreshment pavilions or other 
stands must be substantial in structure and neat in appearance. They 
must be supplied with and sell only good, wholesome food and honest 
goods, at reasonable prices. 

All concessionaires shall cause to be posted in a conspicuous 
manner, at the front or entrances to place of business a sign showing 
the price to be charged for meals, lunches, other articles of food offer¬ 
ed for sale, or services performed. They shall also keep displayed in 
plain view of the public their concession contract and number, which 
will be furnished by the superintendent. 

All ground leases or space contracts, unless otherwise specified, 
will expire with the close of the Exhibition each year, and all tempor¬ 
ary buildings, frames, booths, etc., must be removed prior to July 30th 
following; otherwise they will become the property of the Exhibition. 

Purchasers of concessions must keep their spaces in a sanitary 
condition, by removing therefrom any filth and refuse, placing the 
same in the garbage can. All empty ice cream packing cases and cans 
must be removed from place of business and not left on walk or street, 
or in front of stand. Emptying salt water from the ice cream packing 
cases is strictly prohibited. 

Concessionaires must not throw any refuse, or empty any water, 
or other fluids in the streets and gutters. The first violation of this 
rule may cause concession to be closed and the forfeiture of all fees 
paid. 

Each concessionaire must confine himself to the space assigned. 
Failure to do so will subject him to forfeiture of his privilege, without 
reimbursement. 

Concessionaires and their help must be neat and tidy in their 
dress. Persons found working at any privilege not complying with 
this section may be ordered off the grounds.

A violation of any of the terms and stipulations of the privilege 
contract, shall cause the full amount of contract to become due, and 
work a revocation and forfeiture of all rights and privileges therein 
granted to the lessee, in which event all sums paid or contracted to be 
paid, shall become the property of the lessor as liquidated damages for 
said breach. The lessor shall have a lien upon all property being kept, 
used or situated upon leased premises on Exhibition grounds whether 
such property be exempt or not, for any unpaid rents, and any dam¬ 
ages sustained by breach of contract by said lessee. The lessor shall 
have the right to distrain such property without process of law and 
appropriate said property to the use of said lessor to satisfy all claims. 

Privileges of soliciting orders for and delivering articles of food, 
tobacco, soft drinks, or other articles of merchandise, to restaurants, 
refreshment stands, or exhibits upon the Exhibition grounds must be 
obtained from the Concessions Department. 

All deliveries by vehicle of food, soft drinks, tobacco, or other 
articles of merchandise must be made prior to 10 o’clock a.m. each day 
of the Fair, except in case of emergency deliveries. 

SOLICITING SUBSCRIPTIONS 

Application must be made to the Superintendent in charge of the 
Concession, prior to the opening of the Exhibition; which request 
must contain the name of the publisher or manager, privilege desired 
and names of solicitors, who have been continuously in the employ of 
the publication for a reasonable time prior to the Exhibition. 

Not more than one headquarters or space will be assigned for 
said purpose to any one paper, and solicitors must confine their opera¬ 
tions to the space assigned. 

The use of any article of merchandise, animal or tickets for draw¬ 
ing, either for sale, or as a gift or inducement to influence subscrip¬ 
tions, is positively prohibited, and the use of same will be declared a 
misdemeanor and punished according to law. 

All solicitors must purchase tickets of admission. 

The management reserves the right to exclude from the grounds, 
any person or persons whom they may deem undesirable, or expel 
from the grounds such person or persons who shall violate any part 
of this rule. 


Police 

A day and night police force is maintained, but the Fair will not 
be responsible for losses or damage to property.

This Department is in charge of the City Electric Light and 
Power Department, whose temporary office is directly under the 
Grandstand in Booth No. 1. All applications for service must be made 
to the Supervisor in charge. 

Electric Wiring 

The City Electric Light and Power Department will make the 
connection from the pole to the building, shack or tent. 

All other work to be done by the concessionaire or by any author¬ 
ized contracting firm doing business on the ground. 

Wiring Contractors 

Wiring contractors are not allowed to connect up any service to 
the line wires, or to collect money for electric current, or make any 
promise to obtain such service. 

Any charges for work that concessionaire may consider excessive, 
shall be adusted by the Supervisor in charge of the City Light and 
Power Department at the Fair grounds, whose ruling must be accept¬ 
ed by both parties. 


Payments 

Payments for electric light or power service shall be made only 
to the authorized representative of the City Electric Light Depart¬ 
ment, who will show his official badge upon request. 

An official receipt will be issued for- all payments and only this 
offiicial receipt will be recognized. 

When Due 

All payments for Electric Light and Power Service are payable 
on demand by authorized collector and shall become due immediately 
upon connection of such service.

Season ticket can be purchased for $2.00 which will admit through 
outside gates at any time, but is not transferrable. 

Vehicles will be charged for each admission or a season ticket 
(not transferrable) can be purchased. All cars must strictly keep 
within the area laid out by the Director of Traffic. 
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Drivers delivering goods on the grounds before 10 a.m. will be 
admitted free. Delivery vehicles must enter the grounds by the Wil¬ 
low Avenue gate. 

Necessary attendants upon stock will be furnished with special 
tickets by the owners applying at the Manager’s office on the grounds. 
These tickets will bear the names of the persons to whom they are 
issued, and if presented by any other person will be forfeited. 

No attendant’s ticket will be issued to any exhibitor whose entry 
fees amount to less than two dollars, but such exhibitor may purchase 
a season ticket for two dollars. 

Judges and members of the Press will be furnished with tickets 
and badges, the badges being intended only as a means of showing 
their official connections with the Exhibition, and not for the purpose 
of securing admission to the grounds. 

Parties bringing exhibits to the grounds at the proper time will 
be admitted with same by the entry ticket accompanying exhibit; but 
afterwards such persons must be provided with regular tickets as 
above or they will have to pay the regular admission fee. 

All persons remaining on the grounds over night must provide 
themselves with proper admission for the following day.

Exhibits should be billed to the exhibitor at Edmonton, at full 
single rate, and if they do not change hands and a certificate to this 
effect is obtained from the Manager, the railroads will return their 
exhibits free. (The railroads do not include race horses in this 
arrangement.)
